DETAILS OF THE CONSTRUCTION 


Has Dev elo ped 2,000 Ho rse-Po wer— 
W ill Bring New Facto ries. 


One o f the mo st, If no t the mo st, 
impo rtant and ex tensiv e wo rks o f a 
material nature ev er acco mplished in 
Dix o n was the building o f the new 
dam which is to day co mpleted. By 
all who are famiiiar with such wo rk 
It is co nsidered o ne o f the stro ngest 
and tightest dams o n Ro ck Riv er. * 
No t o nly the dam, but the race also , 
has been entirely rebuilt and dev elo ps 
a splendid po wer fo r manufacturing 
purpo ses. 
At present there is a dev el­ 
o pment o f 2,000 ho rse po wer. The 
Dix o n Po wer and Lighting co mpany 
has three wheels, the Rey no lds Wire 
co mpany o ne and the Stewart Press 
o ne wheel, and there is ro o m fo r sev ­ 
eral mo re wheels witho ut ex tending 
the race. 


M ANUFACTURING ADVANTAG ES. 
Dix o n is no w in a co nditio n to o ffer 
ex ceptio nable adv antages fo r manu 
facturers. 
The belt 
line running 
alo ng the riv er co nnects with the

What this means to Dix o n depends 
entirely upo n tbe enterprise o f her 
citizens.

DETAILS OF WORK. 
The building o f the dam represent­ 
ed a large amo unt o f wo rk, the mo st 
try ing part o f which was the clo sing 
o f the gap in the middle o f the riv er 
where the o ld dam was bro ken. The 
new structure is what is kno wn as a 
crib dam and is built up o f o ne crib 
abo v e ano ther lapped like shingles 
and lo aded with sto ne, all o f the 
cribs being bo lted to gether and then 
co v ered with a substantial apro n. 
The dam is 7 20 feet lo ng, the new 
structure being 24 feet wide at tbe 
base. 
With the back filling and the 
o ld dam it makes a so lid structure 
av eraging 6 5 feet in breadth. The 
crest o f the new dam is eight feet 
wide co v ered with 3 inch planking 
and o v er this quarter inch steel bo iler 
plate. The apro n is o f 3 inch o ak 
planking. The dam has abo ut a 7 fo o t 
head o f water, which v aries acco rding 
to the tail water. 


CONCRETE ABUTM ENTS. 
The co ncrete bulkhead at the so uth 
end o f tbe dam has an 11 fo o t base, 
is 5 feet wide at the to p, 22 feet high 
and 58 feet lo ng, and built o n ro ck 
bo tto m. 
The no rth end bulkhead is 30 feet 
lo ng, 11 feet wide at the base, 5 feet 


o n the to p and 22 
feet high. 
It is 
built o n o ak piles driv en do wn to the 
ro ck with a 2,5 00 po und pile driv er. 


RACE CONSTRUCTION. 
The co ncrete race walls are all built 
o n tbe so lid ro ck. 
The upper race 
wall is 11 feet bro ad at the base, 16 
feet high and 8 feet bro ad o n to p. 
It 
is 190 feet lo ng and has 14 o penings 7 
feet wide and 7 feet high to let the 
water into the race. 
The so uth race retaining wall is 17 
feet wide at the base, 14 feet high and 
18 inches wide o n to p 
The west race wall is 8 feet wide and 
14 feet high with three o penings so 
that if the race is ex tended west at 
any time water can supplied thro ugh 
these o penings.

race has been cleaned fro m end to end 
and all fo rmer timo er o bstructio ns 
and railway trusses remo v ed. 
Acro ss 
the race has been built a steel girder 
to suppo rt she Stewart Press shaft, an 
iro n driv eway bridge to the Po wer 
and Lighting co mpany ’s plant and an 
iro n suspensio n bridge fo r unlo ading 
co al fo r heating purpo ses. 


BE A U TIFIES THE R IV ER . 
Aside fro m its co mmercial v alue tbe 
building o f tbe dam has a great deal 
to do with the beauty o f the riv er at 
Dix o n. 
Witho ut it the sho res o f the 
riv er wo uld be muddy and uninv iting 
while no w a fine large po nd is fo rmed 
abo v e, which with the island makes a 
beautiful picture. This po nd no t o nly 
makes bo ating a so urce o f much pleas- 
ure in the summer, but it affo rds a 
line field fo r cutting Ice in the winter.

ASKING TOO MUCH. 
In T h e T e le g r a p h last ev ening 
was a communication urg ing that re­ 
publicans in v oting for representa­ 
tiv es to the leg islature div ide their 
v otes with the Rev erend S. H. Wir- 
scbing , prohibition candidate, and as­ 
sist in his election in place of the 
democratic candidate Branen.

QUESTION CHARTER 
PROPOSI­ 
TION.

Prov ide for a Complete Change in 
Marchings and Manual of Arms 


Captain Charles E. Frisby and his 
lieutenants hav e receiv ed copies of 
the new rev ised drill reg ulations and 
a copy of g eneral order No. 11 issued 
by Adjutant General Thomas W. 
Scott of Spring field. The orders state 
that the rev ised drill reg ulations for 
infantry of the United States army 
were approv ed by the secretary of war 
June 23,1904, and hav e been adopted 
for the g ov ernment of the Illinois 
National Guard. No other drill reg u­ 
lations are to be used from this state. 
Each command is to be supplied with 
copies and they areftbo be under the 
order of the annual • property return, 
the same as all other property of the 
state used by the national g uard. 
Captain Frisby states that he has 
been using the new reg ulations in 
drills at the armory for some time: 
The reg ulations prov ide for a complete 
chang e in the marching s as well as in 
the manual of arms, and the tactics 
are now altog ether different from 
those of a few y ears ag o. 
The g eneral order also states that 
the season for targ et practice has 
closed and the annual report of small 
arms must be made by each command 
er whether there has been practice or 
not. The report must be made to the 
reg imental inspector of rifle practice 
and be receiv ed by him not later than 
Nov . 5 , then it is forwarded to the 
brig ade inspector by Nov . 8 , and then 
to the g eneral inspector by Nov . 12. 
The report must be filed in the war 
department by Nov . 20. 
.
